1 —  To  spread  devotion  to  St.  Jude  Thad- 
deus,  "Patron  of  Difficult  Cases." 

2 —  To  educate  worthy  boys  for  the  priest- 
hood and  foster  love  for  the  missions. 

SERVICES  AT  THE  SHRINE 

Every  morning  in  the  year  a  Mass  is 
read  for  the  Shrine  intentions  and  those 
of  the  St.  Jude  Apostolate. 

Every  evening  at  8  o'clock  the  Rosary 
and  novena  prayers  are  said  by  one  of  the 
Fathers; 

Every  Sunday  afternoon  at  3  o'clock  a 
special  Holy  Hour  in  honor  of  St.  Jude; 

Every  Thursday  at  10:00  A.M.  a  Novena 
High  Mass  and  at  12:00  noon  a  Novena 
Low  Mass.  Every  Thursday  at  6:30  and 
0:00  P.M.  Holy  Hours  and  Novena  Prayers. 

FIVE  SOLEMN  NOVENAS  EACH  YEAR 
January,  May,  July,  October,  Lent 

During  these  Novenas  there  are  nine 
High  Masses  and  nine  Masses  each  day  of 
the  Novena,  including  a  special  Novena 
Mass  at  the  Tomb  of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus 
in  St.  Peter's  Basilica  in  Rome,  Italy. 
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ST.  JUDE  THADDEUS 

HE  FORGOTTEN  SAINT, 
this  is  the  title  that  is  some- 
times given  to  Saint  Jude 
Thaddeus.  It  is  hard  to  con- 
ceive how  any  saint  of  God 
could  really  be  forgotten  by 
men,  yet  it  may  be  ex- 
plained by  a  certain  con- 
fusion of  names.  No  doubt  it  was  by 
reason  of  the  shameful  treason  of  another 
Jude,  Judas  Iscariot,  that  the  name  of  a 
glorious  apostle  and  martyr  has  suffered 
the  forgetfulness  of  men.  At  all  time, 
therefore,  in  this  short  sketch  of  our 
patron's  life  he  will  be  called,  not  simply 
St.  Jude,  but  St.  Jude  Thaddeus.  Today 
more  than  ever  is  the  power  of  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus  being  revived  in  the  minds  and 
the  hearts  of  men.  He,  in  turn,  is  proving 
himself  more  than  an  ordinary  advocate 
by,  apparently,  taking  special  delight  in 
coming  to  the  aid  of  persons  in  desperate 
need.  Therefore,  is  he  known  as  the 
"Patron  in  Desperate  Cases."  Although 
the  name,  St.  Jude  Thaddeus,  has  been 
neglected  in  the  devotions  of  men  it  is 
nevertheless  one  of  the  oldest  names  in 
the  calendar  of  the  Church.  It  has  the 
sanction  of  antiquity  dating  back  to  the 
call  of  the  Apostles.  It  is  found  in  the 
Canon  of  the  Mass  where  he  is  called 
Thaddeus. 
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DEVOTION  TO  THE  BLESSED  VIRGIN 
MARY  will  be  ^ver  new  and' strong  simply 
because  she  is  the  Mother  of  God.  Nor 
will  piety  toward  St.  Joseph  ever  lessen, 
because  he  is  the  foster-father  of  Jesus 
Devotion  to  St.  Jude  Thaddeus,  once  it  is 
known,  should  appeal  to  all  for  a  similar 
reason:  he  also  is  closely  associated  with 
our  Blessed  Lord  by  blood  relationship. 
This  singular  privilege  came  to  him 
through  Saints  Joachim  and  Ann,  the  par- 
ents of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary.  Being  a 
grand-nephew  of  these  two  saints  he  is  at 
once  a  nephew  of  Mary  and  Joseph  which, 
of  course,  places  him  in  the  relationship  of 
cousin  to  Our  Lord  Himself.  Nearness  to 
Christ  is  always  a  valuable  and  indispen- 
sable asset  to  a  saint,  but  when  it  is  the 
nearness  of  family  relationship  to  the 
Savior  of  mankind,  then  is  one  sharply 
moved  to  endear  himself  to  that  saint. 

ST.  JUDE  THADDEUS  was  the  son  of 
Cleophas  and  Mary  of  Cleophas.  His 
mother  brought  him  up  in  piety  and  inno- 
cence, both  of  which  were  fostered  and 
increased  by  the  example  of  Christ.  This 
example  was  before  him  even  in  his  boy- 
hood days  for,  as  cousin  of  the  Savior  he 
must  have  frequently  associated  with  Him. 
What  the  life  of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus  was  up 
to  the  time  of  the  call  to  the  apostleship  is 
not  known,  but  this  much  is  certain  that 
when  the  divine  invitation  was  extended 
to  him  he  not  only  accepted  it,  but  never 
for  a  moment  did  he  allow  his  zeal  as  an 
apostle  to  cool.  It  was  zeal  and  zeal  alone 
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which  eventually  brought  to  him  the 
much  coveted  reward  of  martyrdom.  He 
was  not  only  an  apostle  but  also  one  of 
the  sacred  writers.  His  work  is  known  as 
'The  Epistle  of  St.  Jude."  Although  only 
a  very  brief  work  of  twenty-five  verses, 
the  shortest  writing  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, "The  Epistle  of  St.  Jude,"  is  re- 
markable for  its  strength  and  dignity. 
Most  of  its  contents  is  well  adapted  to  the 
present  time,  for  the  heresies  and  immo- 
ralities of  those  days  are  rampant  today. 
It  was  against  these  things  that  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus  wrote.  He  closes  his  Epistle 
with  admonitions  for  the  Christians.  It 
seems  also  that  he  was  one  of  the  last 
apostles  to  die.  He  implies  this  when  he 
says:  "Be  mindful  of  the  words  which 
have  been  spoken  before  by  the  Apostles." 

PROPER  NAMES,  in  the  early  history 
of  mankind,  were  used  not  only  to  desig- 
nate a  certain  person  but  were  often  ex- 
pressive of  traits  peculiar  to  that  person. 
The  several  names  ascribed  to  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus  explain  the  success  that  attend- 
ed his  apostolate.  Saints  Matthew  and 
Mark  call  him  Thaddeus.  St.  Luke  in  his 
Gospel  and  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  calls 
him  Jude,  the  brother  of  James,  which 
name  St.  Jude  Thaddeus  calls  himself  in 
his  Epistle.  The  name  of  Jude  conveys  the 
idea  of  praise  and  Thaddeus,  according  to 
St.  Jerome,  means  a  man  of  more  than  or- 
dinary knowledge  of  the  things  of  God.  It 
also  means  sweetness  and  gentleness  of 
character.     A  man  endowed  with  these 
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characteristics  may  truthfully  call  himself 
the  "Servant  of  Jesus  Christ."  With  praise 
of  God  on  his  lips  and  knowledge  of  Him 
in  his  heart,  with  gentleness  of  character, 
what  an  apostle  he  must  have  made! 

ST.  JUDE  THADDEUS  is  generally 
shown  with  an  image  of  Our  Lord  upon 
His  breast.  The  tradition  is  that  when  the 
fame  of  Christ's  miracles  had  reached  the 
king  of  Edessa  (in  which  country  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus  preached  and  established  the 
Church),  the  king  who  was  afflicted  with 
leprosy  sent  a  messenger  to  Our  Lord  beg- 
ging him  to  come  and  heal  him.  When  the 
unfortunate  king  learned  that  he  could 
not  expect  Christ  to  come  to  him  he  sent 
an  artist  to  Jerusalem  that  he  might  at 
least  get  a  portrait  of  the  Master.  On  see- 
ing Christ  the  poor  artist  was  so  blinded 
by  the  divine  brightness  of  His  face  that 
he  was  unable  to  draw  even  a  line.  Jesus, 
moved  with  compassion  and  wishing  to 
console  the  afflicted  king,  held  a  cloth  to 
His  face  leaving  thereon  His  own  image. 
He  then  gave  it  to  the  poor  artist  telling 
him  to  carry  it  back  to  his  ruler,  at  the 
same  time  promising  to  send  some  one  to 
cure  him.  St.  Jude  Thaddeus  was  sent  by 
Christ  to  perform  the  miracle.  When  St. 
Jude  Thaddeus  arrived  he  was  immediate- 
ly recognized.  His  first  words  of  greeting 
to  the  king  were:  "Thou  hast  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus;  therefore,  He  sent  me."  St. 
Jude  Thaddeus  then  laid  his  hand  upon 
the  king  and  the  leprosy  vanished  im- 
mediately and  completely.    It  is  related 
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that  so  great  were  the  miracles  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus  wrought  that  not  only  the  king 
and  his  court,  but  well  nigh  the  entire 
kingdom  of  Edessa  were  converted  to  the 
cause  of  Christ.  This  is  the  traditional  ex- 
planation of  the  miniature  of  Christ  on  the 
breast  of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus.  The  details 
of  St.  Jude's  life  after  the  dispersal  of  the 
apostles  from  Jerusalem  are  matters  sole- 
ly of  tradition  and  there  is  no  intent  to 
present  them  otherwise. 

HIS  LABORS  IN  PERSIA  give  some 
idea  of  the  difficulties  which  were  so  often 
encountered  in  his  ministry.  This  country 
was  overrun  with  magicians  who  employ- 
ed their  arts  to  deceive  the  simple  and 
foster  pagan  superstition.  It  was  necessary 
that  these  imposters  be  exposed  once  and 
for  all.  St.  Jude  Thaddeus  always  found 
traces  of  two  special  agents  of  Satan  who^ 
went  before  him  trying  to  poison  the* 
minds  of  the  people  against  him  and  there- 
fore forestall  the  efficacy  of  his  work. 
Their  names  were  Zaroes  and  Arfaxat, 
skilled  magicians,  who  by  their  trickery 
sought  to  dupe  the  ignorant  into  a  belief 
in  the  power  of  pagan  idols  to  hear  and 
grant  requests.  The  opportunity  presented 
itself  to  make  a  complete  exposure  of  the 
work  of  these  magicians.  God  gave  a 
special  power  to  St.  Jude  Thaddeus.  In 
his  presence  and  at  his  command  the  idols 
were  forced  to  speak  and  to  confess  the 
One  True  God.  Then  the  demons  inhabit- 
ing the  idols  were  ordered  to  leave  and  in 
so  doing  the  idols  fell  to  the  ground  and

were  broken  into  fragments  amid  a  howl 
of  infernal  rage.  But  it  was  the  magicians 
the  Saint  was  anxious  to  meet  face  to  face 
that  he  might  bring  them  to  the  justice  of 
God.  On  being  informed  that  they  were 
in  the  camp  of  the  Persian  army,  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus  lost  no  time  in  gaining  entrance 
to  the  camp.  Verardach,  the  commander- 
in-chief,  ordered  St.  Jude  Thaddeus  to  ad- 
vance and  make  known  his  mission.  Fear- 
less he  cried  out:  "We  serve  Jesus  Christ, 
and  have  come  to  bring  you  eternal  life 
if  you  abandon  your  errors  and  your  wor- 
ship of  the  gods."  It  was  a  bold  assertion 
to  make  in  the  camp  of  an  enemy,  but  the 
commander  was  interested,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  he  had  already  heard  of  the  fall 
of  the  pagan  idols  at  the  Saint's  command. 
The  commander  promised  to  hear  more  of 
the  mission  of  the  Saint  once  the  impend- 
ing battle  was  over.  Anxious  to  know  the 
outcome  of  the  battle  and  thinking  that 
perhaps  the  Saint  might  enlighten  him  he 
lost  no  time  in  approaching  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus  on  the  subject.  The  Saint  com- 
manded the  idok1  to  make  reply  to  the 
question.  The  answer  came  back  that  the 
war  would  be  long  and  tedious  with  great 
losses  on  both  sides.  At  this  answer  the 
commander  was  very  much  disturbed. 
Then  the  apostle  with  great  joy  exclaim- 
ed: "Fear  not,  Oh  Prince,  thy  gods  lie! 
Tomorrow  at  this  very  hour  ambassadors 
will  arrive  from  the  enemy's  camp  asking 
terms  of  peace;  they  will  accept  all  the 
conditions  you  propose  and  will  become 
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your  subjects."  So  completely  was  his 
promise  fulfilled  that  it  was  only  the  in- 
tercession of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus  that  kept 
the  two  wicked  magicians  from  being 
burned  at  the  stake. 

THROUGHOUT  HIS  ENTIRE  MINIS- 
TRY St.  Jude  Thaddeus  was  subject  to  all 
sorts  of  persecution  and  suffering.  Our 
Lord  predicted  this  very  thing  concerning 
His  apostles.  Notwithstanding  his  great 
success  it  must  be  remembered  that  he  at 
all  times  had  to  deal  with  a  hard  people, 
a  people  steeped  in  immorality.  They 
were  loath  to  surrender  evil  habits  sanc- 
tioned by  a  custom  of  long  standing.  But 
the  acceptance  of  Christianity  meant  new 
customs  opposed  to  old  customs,  hence  the 
doctrine  of  the  All-pure  Christ  was  offen- 
sive to  their  pagan  ears.  It  was  this  very 
thing  that  was  to  bring  about  his  martyr 
dom,  and  those  unwilling  to  embrace  the 
new  doctrine  waited  impatiently  for  the 
day  when  vengeance  could  be  meted  out 
to  him.  The  eventful  day  came,  a  day  of 
victory  for  the  enemies,  but  a  day  of  great 
joy  for  St.  Jude  Thaddeus,  now  that  the 
coveted  prize  was  within  reach.  It  is  a 
custom  in  the  Church  to  represent  her 
martyrs  in  art  with  the  instrument  of  tor- 
ture that  made  possible  their  winning  the 
crown  of  eternal  glory.  So  we  have  St. 
Jude  Thaddeus  represented  with  a  club  in 
his  hand,  for  it  wTas  with  this  weapon  that 
he  was  put  to  death.  Tradition  tells  that 
after  death  his  head  was  severed  from  his 
body  with  a  broadax.  The  church  assures 
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her  children  that  his  pure  soul  winged  its 
way  heavenward  immediately  after  his 
martyrdom  and  that  his  name  was  written 
in  letters  of  gold  in  the  Book  of  Life. 

HIS  HOLY  RELICS  now  lie  in  the  great 
basilica  of  St.  Peter  in  Rome.  Pope  Paul 
III,  in  a  brief  dated  September  22,  1548, 
granted  a  plenary  indulgence  to  all  who 
would  visit  the  tomb  of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus 
on  his  feast  day,  the  day  of  his  death, 
October  28  This  is  a  very  significant  fact, 
for  plenary  indulgences  were  rarely  grant- 
ed at  this  period.  It  is  a  proof  that  his  in- 
tercessory power  with  God  must  have  been 
great.  All  the  saints  have  power  with  God 
since  they  are  the  special  friends  of  God, 
but  the  fact  cannot  be  denied  that  some 
have  been  permitted  to  make  their  in- 
fluence with  God  more  visible  than  others. 
The  reason  for  this  rests  with  God  alone. 
The  history  of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus,  both  as 
to  his  life  upon  earth  and  his  relation  to 
his  clients  now,  proves  that  God  has 
vouchsafed  him  an  extraordinary  power 
in  cases  most  desperate.  It  is  especially 
in  difficult  cases  that  his  wonderful  help 
appears.  Thousands  have  implored  his 
aid  and  have  received  extraordinary 
answers  to  their  prayers.  Venerable  Col- 
umba,  a  Dominican  nun,  was  most  de- 
voted to  St.  Jude  Thaddeus  and  she  saw 
many  a  petition  of  grave  and  serious 
nature  granted  through  his  intercession. 
Another  client  among  the  saints  was  none 
other  than  the  great  St.  Bernard.  During 
his  entire  life  he  never  ceased  to  invoke 
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St.  Jude  Thaddeus  when  trials  and  temp- 
tations surrounded  him.  When  saint  calls 
upon  saint  sinners  should  take  courage 
and  direction.  Even  though  the  difficulty 
be  a  malady  defying  all  human  skill,  even 
though  it  be  a  sickness  for  which  there 
is  no  apparent  remedy,  even  though  it  be 
anguish  of  soul  and  distress  of  heart, 
poverty,  misery  or  even  despair,  St.  Jude 
Thaddeus,  cousin  of  Jesus,  will  show  a 
way  out  of  the  trouble,  if  it  be  according 
to  the  will  of  God.  There  is  no  problem 
so  perplexing  for  which  St.  Jude  Thad- 
deus, "Patron  of  Desperate  Cases,"  can- 
not find  a  solution,  thereby  bringing  joy 
and  gladness  to  the  heart. 

MANY  are  the  ways  of  gaining  the 
favor  of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus.  Some  clients 
approach  by  making  a  weekly  Holy  Hour 
at  the  Shrine  of  St.  Jude  Thaddeus.  Others 
make  Novenas  in  his  honor  by  assisting  at 
Mass  and  receiving  Holy  Communion  on 
nine  consecutive  days.  Still  others  invoke 
him  daily.  It  matters  not  the  method 
used  to  obtain  St.  Jude  Thaddeus'  inter- 
cession just  so  one  proves  himself  worthy 
of  divine  favor.  St.  Jude,  pray  for  all  who 
invoke  thy  aid!  Help  of  the  hopeless,  aid 
them  in  their  distress!  Forgotten  of  Saints, 
forget  not  them  who  come  to  thee  for 
help! 
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THE  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  JUDE 

This  Epistle  was  written  between  the 
years  62  and  67  A.D.  as  has  been  concluded 
from  the  text  of  the  Epistle  itself.  It  was 
occasioned  by  the  teachings  and  practices 
of  certain  heretics  within  the  Church  and 
is  a  warning  to  them.  After  an  Introduc- 
tion (vv.  1-4),  the  first  section  (vv.  5-20) 
may  be  described  as  a  Warning  against 
Fake  Teachers.  The  second  section  (vv. 
21-25)  is  Admonitions  for  Christians.  See 
CCD.  edition  of  the  New  Testament,  page 
692.

INTRODUCTION 

1.  Jude,  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
the  brother  of  James,  to  the  called 
who  have  been  loved  in  God  the 
Father  and  preserved  for  Christ  Jesus: 

2.  mercy  and  peace  and  charity  be  given 
you  in  abundance. 

3.  Beloved,  while  I  was  making  every 
endeavor  to  write  to  you  about  our 
common  salvation,  I  found  it  neces- 
sary to  write  to  you,  exhorting  you  to 
contend  earnestly  for  the  faith  once 

4.  for  all  delivered  to  the  saints.  For 
certain  men  have  stealthily  entered 
in,  who  long  ago  were  marked  out  for 
this  condemnation,  ungodly  men  who 
turn  the  grace  of  God  into  wanton- 
ness and  disown  our  only  Master  and 
Lord,  Jesus  Christ. 
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WARNING  AGAINST  FALSE 
TEACHERS 

5.  But  I  desire  to  remind  you,  though 
once  for  all  you  have  come  to  know 
all  things,  that  Jesus,  who  saved  the 
people  from  the  land  of  Egypt,  the 
next  time  destroyed  those  who  did 

6.  not  believe.  And  the  angels  also  who 
did  not  preserve  their  original  state, 
but  forsook  their  abode,  he  has  kept 
in  everlasting  chains  under  darkness 
for  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 

7.  Just  as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and 
the  neighboring  cities  which  like  them 
committed  sins  of  immorality  and 
practised  unnatural  vice,  have  been 
made  an  example,  undergoing  the 
punishment  of  eternal  fire. 

8.  In  like  manner  do  these  men  also  de- 
file the  flesh,  disregard  authority,  de- 

9.  ride  majesty.  Yet  when  Michael  the 
archangel  was  fiercely  disputing  with 
the  devil  about  the  body  of  Moses,  he 
did  not  venture  to  bring  against  him 
an  accusation  of  blasphemy,  but  said, 

10.  "May  the  Lord  rebuke  thee."  But 
these  men  deride  whatever  they  do 
not  know;  and  the  things  they  know 
by  instinct  like  the  dumb  beasts,  be- 
come for  them  a  source  of  destruction. 

11.  Woe  to  them!  for  they  have  gone  in 
the  way  of  Cain,  and  have  rushed  on 
thoughtlessly  into  the  error  of  Balaam 
for  the  sake  of  gain,  and  have  per- 
ished in  the  rebellion  of  Core. 
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12.  These  men  are  stains  on  their  feasts, 
banqueting  together  without  fear, 
looking  after  themselves;  clouds  with- 
out water,  carried  about  by  the 
winds;  trees  in  the  fall,  unfruitful, 

13.  twice  dead,  uprooted;  wild  waves  of 
the  sea,  foaming  up  their  shame; 
wandering  stars,  for  whom  the  storm 
of  darkness  has  been  reserved  for- 
ever. 

14.  Now  of  these  also  Henoch,  the 
seventh  from  Adam,  prophesied,  say- 
ing, "Behold  the  Lord  has  come  with 

15.  thousands  of  his  holy  ones  to  execute 
judgment  upon  all,  and  to  convict  all 
the  impious  of  all  their  impious 
works,  and  of  all  the  hard  things  that 
impious  sinners  have  spoken  against 

16.  him."  These  are  grumbling  murmur  - 
ers  walking  according  to  their  lusts. 
And  haughty  in  speech,  they  culti- 

17.  vate  people  for  the  sake  of  gain.  But 
as  for  you,  beloved,  be  mindful  of  the 
words  that  have  been  spoken  before- 
hand by  the  apostles  of  our  Lord 

18.  Jesus  Christ,  who  kept  saying  to  you 
that  at  the  end  of  time  there  wUl 
come    scoffers,    walking  impiously 

19.  according  to  their  desires.  These  are 
they  who  set  themselves  apart,  sen- 
sual men,  not  having  the  Spirit. 

ADMONITIONS  FOR  CHRISTIANS 

20.  But  as  for  you,  Beloved,  build  up 
yourselves  upon  your  most  holy  faith, 

21.  praying  in  the  Holy  Spirit.  Keep 
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yourselves  in  the  love  of  God,  look- 
ing for  the  mercy  of  our  Lord  Jesus 

22.  Christ  unto  life  everlasting.  And 
some,    who    are    judged,  reprove; 

23.  but  others,  save,  snatching  them  from 
the  fire.  And  to  others  be  merciful 
with  fear,  hating  even  the  garment 
which  is  soiled  by  the  flesh. 

CONCLUSION 

24.  Now  to  Him  who  is  able  to  preserve 
you  without  sin  and  to  set  before  the 
presence  of  his  glory,  without  blem- 

25.  ish,  in  gladness,  to  the  only  God  our 
Savior,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  belong  glory  and  majesty 
dominion  and  authority,  before  all 
time,  and  now,  and  forever.  Amen.

Solemn  Novena  of   (9)   Consecutive  Days 

Attend  one  of  the  exercises  at  the  Shrine 
for  the  nine  days.  As  there  are  several 
exercises  a  day  choose  the  hour  desig- 
nated on  the  leaflet  most  convenient  for 
you,  but  you  need  not  attend  the  same 
service  each  day  should  another  service 
at  the  Shrine  be  more  suitable  on  that 
particular  day.  Follow  the  exercises  as 
they  are  conducted.  You  should,  if  at  all 
possible,  go  to  confession  and  communion 
during  the  novena.  If  you  can't  go  to 
communion  at  the  regular  Novena  Mass 
you  may  receive  in  your  own  church. 
Should  unforeseen  circumstances  make  it 
impossible  to  attend  one  of  the  novena 
services,  the  novena  prayers  should  be 
said  at  home  on  that  one  day.  Those  out 
of  town  can  and  should  say  the  novena 
prayers  at  home  during  the  nine  days. 
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PRIVATE  NOVENA  DURING  THE  YEAR 
OUTSIDE  OF  SOLEMN  NOVENA  TIME 

Everything  stated  above  applies  except 
that  the  prayers  are  recited  privately  at 
home,  in  church  or  if  possible  at  the 
Shrine. 

NOVENA  OF  NINE  THURSDAYS  OR 
SUNDAYS 

Start  your  novena  on  one  particular 
Thursday  or  Sunday  and  persevere  for 
nine  consecutive  Thursdays  or  Sundays. 
For  those  living  in  Chicago,  novena  serv- 
ices are  conducted  by  the  Dominican 
Fathers  for  the  convenience  of  people, 
every  Thursday,  at  10:00  A.  M.,  12:00 
Noon,  6:30  and  8:00  P.M.,  and  every  Sun- 
day afternoon  at  three.  You  may  start  a 
private  novena  on  any  day.  Mass  is  cele- 
brated every  morning  at  the  Shrine  by 
one  of  the  Fathers  for  such  intentions. 

Should  you  desire  Special  Masses  in 
honor  of  St.  Jude  in  Novena  form  for  your 
personal  intentions,  the  following  is  to  be 
observed:  Stipend  for  nine  low  Masses 
should  be  mailed  into  the  Dominican 
Fathers.  High  Masses  also  can  be  arranged 
for.  Specific  dates  will  be  given  for  the 
latter,  but  not  for  the  former.  The  same 
holds  for  a  triduum  of  Masses  (3  consecu- 
tive Masses.)
